MEDICAL EXAMINER’S REPORT 


Plymouth, N. H. 


To the School Board of the Town of Plymouth: 


I herewith hand in my seventh report as Medical 
Examiner. I have this year examined 611 pupils 
finding 100 defects, a decided improvement over seven 
years ago when I first examined the school of Ply- 
mouth, that year I examined 573, finding 158 defects, 
much more attention has been paid each year to the 
reported defects, and treatment given. This applies 
more particularly to eye defects and diseased tonsils, 
three very important cases have been treated and 
cured after several notices had been given and a per- 
sonal visit made to the parents. A constant warfare 
has been kept up against Pediculosis or head lice and 
this year I found them nearly all cleaned up. 


I wish again to thank the teachers and parents 
for co-operating with me in this work.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


Members of the School Board: 


I submit my eighth annual report as Superinten- 
dent of the Plymouth Public Schools. 


Fortunately there are no changes to report in 
the teaching personel of the rural schools. The to- 
tal enrolment of rural school pupils to date is 1384. 
This is less than that of a year ago due largely to the 
unusually large class of eighth grade graduates last 
June. The work in all six of these schools is going 
well. The equipment has been increased by the pur- 
chase of new maps, and arithmetics for grades 3, 4, 5 
and 6. At Baker River the installation of electric 
lights has been a great convenience. The superinten- 
dent hopes that electric service may be extended soon 
to the Sargent and Turnpike Schools. All the other 
rural schoolhouses now have electricity. At Ward 
Hill we are confronted with the problem of a persis- 
tently smoking stove that must be solved before next 
September. In the other rural buildings only inci- 
dental repairs are apparently needed. 

In the Model Schools marriage claimed Miss Or- 
tolf, the second grade critic teacher, and Miss Jacques 
of the Junior High School accepted a position to teach 
French in Putnam, Connecticut. At her own request 
we transferred Miss Margaret Buckley from the 
fourth grade to the Junior High School in place of 
Miss Jacques. We chose Miss Evelyn Werme of Wor- 
cester, Mass., to fill the fourth grade vacancy, and 
Miss Marion Kinyon of Pawtucket, R. I., to assume 
Miss Ortolf’s duties. Both these teachers hold bach- 
elor’s degrees and both have specialized in lower grade 
teaching. 

The superintendent has objective evidence that 
the pupils of the Model School are making satisfactory 
progress. 
~The report of Headmaster Orcutt submitted 
herewith summarizes the main features of interest 
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about Plymouth High School. The superintendent 
testifies to the good work and morale of the high 
school. 


General statistics for the school year ending June 
30, 1928, show the following facts; 15 different schools, 
26 different teachers, 109 non-resident pupils, 806 vis- 
its by the superintendent in all schools, average mem- 
bership of all schools of the district, 597.48. 


Dr. Chase’s brief report scarcely does justice to 
the really excellent and painstaking work that he has 
done as school physician. The services of Mrs. Chase 
as Distrist Nurse have also been of inestimable value 
to the schools. 


_ Again the superintendent is pleased to commend 
the work of Felix McCarthy as truant officer. 


The Problem Before Us 


We are all aware that the contract with the Nor- 
mal School expires at the end of the present school 
year. The School District is faced with the necessity 
of either entering into a new contract with the state 
or of providing adequate elementary schooling for the 
pupils of the village. In view of this condition a re- 
view of the more salient points of the situation exist- 
ing since the fall of 1921, when the present superin- 
tendent assumed his office, may be of value. 

In 1921-1922 for a Model School enrolment of 246, 
five regular critic teachers were employed. Altera- 
tions made by the School Board in the Model building 
in 1923 and 1925 provided four fairly adequate and typ- 
ical home roomseand a small science laboratory in the 
basement for the use of the junior high school. Im- 
portant changes were made in the fall of 1923. Hight 
critic teachers were provided. The seventh and eighth 
grades were approved by the State Board of Educa- 
tion as a Junior High School. All grades except the 
second were housed in the Model building. The sec- 
ond grade was assigned a home room in the Normal 
School building. The enrolment in 1923-1924 was 279. 
February 15, 1929, it was 318, a gain of over 27% in 
eight years. 

At the expiration of the contract the second grade 
quarters will revert to Normal School use. Some 
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place must be found for the second grade. The Model 
School building is inadequate for the grades now lo- 
cated there. Thus the District is faced with a serious 
housing problem. 

In 1924 by vote of the District the School Board 
was allowed to permit student teaching by two year 
Normal School seniors during both halves of the school 
year. Since the fall of 1924 the two year seniors have 
trained in nine week periods. In the Junior High 
School most of the student teaching has been done by 
seniors in the three year Normal School curriculum 
designed to train junior high teachers. These three 
year seniors teach for eighteen weeks at a stretch. 

The aim of the superintendent has been to safe- 
guard the interests of the children of Plymouth. Su- 
pervision of student teaching has been focused upon 
the needs of the pupils. Critic teachers are always in 
full charge and do from two-fifths to a half of the act- 
ual teaching. There is evidence that the children have 
not suffered from the arrangement. Results of stand- 
ard tests and the progress and achievement of the pu- 
pils have been comparable with those in regular school 
systems. 

Certain advantages of the relationship with the 
Normal School are evident: 

1. The pupils enjoy many social and stimulating 
personal contacts which are denied in other systems. 

2. Special teachers are provided in music art, 
physical education, domestic arts, and manual arts. 
3. The staff of critic teachers is of superior per- 
sonel. ; 

4. A great deal of needed individual help is pro- 
vided for the pupils. 

5. Normal School education is a leading industry 
in which the community shares. | 

6. Elementary school education has been real- 
ized at small cost. 


In Conclusion 


1. The superintendent advocates the continu- 
ance of relations with the Normal School upon the best 
possible terms to conserve the above advantages and 
safeguard the rights of the pupils. 
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2. He recommends that a program of adequate 
housing be at once taken into consideration. So many 
factors are concerned that enough time should be tak- 
en to study the situation and work out a sound and 
permanent pian. In the meantime some form of im- 
mediate relief must be provided. 

Again I thank you, Members of the School Board, 
for your kindly consideration, and through you I de- 
sire to express my appreciation to the patrons of our 
schools for their interest and cooperation.

HEADMASTER’S REPORT ON PLYMOUTH 
HIGH SCHOOL 


To Superintendent Guy E. Speare: 


This is the 5th in the series of reports made by 
the Headmaster and covers the year 1928-1929. 

What follows is brief because much of the matter, 
which otherwise would be included, is published dur- 
ing the year through the columns of the Plymouth 
Record and through other channels of publicity, so 
that its repetition here would be not only a needless 
expense but also tedious. 


Enrollment in Plymouth High School 

The enrollment in the High School for 1927-1928 
reached the total of 182, 100 girls and 82 boys. The 
enrollment to date for 1928-1929 is 205, 118 girls, 92 
boys. The number of tuition pupils is approximately 
the same as for last year. Some towns from which 
Plymouth High School has drawn few pupils from the 
past, are sending an increasing number. 


Changes and Teachers 


The High School has been rather fortunate in the 
last few years in being able to limit its turn-over of 
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teachers to a degree hardly to be expected in a school 
of its type and size. For the present year only three 
positions had to be filled, and only one of these by 
teachers unacquainted with the administration of the 
school. 


All of the new teachers have proved themselves 
well adapted to their positions and skillful and loyal 
in their work. In fact the teaching staff of Plymouth 
High School for the present year seems to be well 
above the average of secondary school grade. 


Some Observations on Athletics 


it is my belief, based on careful observation and 
check-up, that Plymouth High School should continue 
to carry on interscholastic basket ball and baseball, 
but that it should discontinue attempting to maintain 
football as an interscholastic sport, until such time as 
the High School enrollment increases to a parity with 
schools, which in the last two years, we have taken on 
in the sport of football. In order to compete success- 
fully with schools that maintain this sport, Plymouth 
High must carry on a system of training that is alto- 
gether too strenuous for our enrollment of boys; that 
is to say, there are not enough boys sufficiently inter- 
ested in the sport to provide keen competition for 
places on the team or to furnish reinforcements in case _ 
of injuries. The truth of this statement was strikingly 
illustrated in our experience last fall, when both of 
these conditions contributed to the cancellation of the 


last two games of the season’s schedule. When candi- — 


dates are in inadequate supply the scholarship of the 
players is neglected because of lack of competition, an 
excessive amount of physical energy and time is re- 
quired to make the necessary preparation, and all of 
this results in a low condition of scholarship which 
finally is likely to lead to a complete up-setting of the 
scholastic morale of the team members. This is again 
what happened to the players tlils year. 

All lovers of athletics love football. I do not ad- 
vocate abandoning the game entirely, but I do propose 
that it be carried on, if at all, in a milder form be- 
tween teams within the School itself, where such stren- 
uous traning as is required for meeting the heavier 
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teams from the larger schools will not be called for. 
On the other hand, the season devoted to football could 
be given to all sorts of outdoor sports, which are now 
neglected, such as the various games and exercises now 
known as track athletics. In other words, it seems to 
me more attention should be given in the school to in- 
trascholastic sports, where a larger number of pupils 
within the different classes of the same School may 
be encouraged or required to engage in physical ac- 
tivities under the supervision of our skilled Athletic 
Director. 


Gifts 


As is customary with graduating classes, the class 
of 1928 left with the High School as its parting gift 
220.00 as a nucleus of a fund to be used for the pur- 
chase of a State flag for the auditorium stage. They 
were assured that the succeeding classes would com- 
plete the fund so that this very desirable addition to 
the High School equipment might be available within 
a short time. 

A well known Alumna of P. H. S. initiated a move- 
ment, which it is hoped will gain strength as the years 
go on, by donating two prizes at the last commencement 
exercises, these to be given to the boy or girl in the 
Freshman and Sophomore classes who had made the 
most commendable progress during the year in the 
subject of English. I am very happy to say that 
other local citizens interested in the School have al- 
ready signified their intention to contribute to in- 
creasing the number of prizes hereafter to be awarded. 


Conclusion 


It is even with a deepr meaning and force of lan- 
guage when I repeat what I said last year, that I 
am grateful for the co-operation of the parents and 
pupils, for the loyalty and fidelity of the Staff, for the 
sympathetic guidance of the Superintendent of Schools 
and the unselfishness and interest of the School Board.
